Reduced Among 
Persons Ov er 6 5 


NEW YORK — Considerable 
progress has been made dpring 
the last 20 y ears in reducing fa­ 
tal 
accidents 
among 
persons 
aged 6 5 and ov er, with a 15 per 
cent reduction in the rate for 
the last six y ears alone, it is re 
ported 
by 
statisticians of 
the 
Metropolitan 
L i f e 
Insurance 
Company . 
Howev er, 
accidents at 
these 
ages still take more than 25 .000 
liv es each y ear in the United 
States, 
the 
statisticians 
point 
out. This toll is greater than 
from any other cause ex cept the 
cardiov ascular diseases and can­ 
cer. 
A statistical study of fatal ac­ 
cidents among the aged indicated 
that transport and home acci­ 
dents together account for about 
two-thirds of all the deaths from 
accidents at almost ev eVy age 
group past 6 5 ; secondly , acci­ 
dents in and about the home ac­ 
count for a rising proportion of 
the accidental deaths with ad­ 
v ance in age. 
Falls comprise a large and in­ 
creasing proportion of the total 
accident m ortality during later 
life. Among males the propor­ 
tions 
are 
nearly 
one-third 
at 
ages 6 5 -7 4. one-half at ages 7 5 - 
8 4. and three-fourths at ages 8 5 
and ov er. Among fem ales the 
proportion of fatal falls is ev en 
larger, ranging from one-half at 
ages 6 5 -7 4 to nine-tenths at the 
oldest ages. 
Motor v ehicle accidents rank 
second as a cause of fatal injury 
among older people as a group; 
in fact, among men at age 6 5 -7 4 
such 
accidents 
outrank 
ev ery 
other ty pe, 
including falls. In 
this age group, motor v ehicle ac- 
eidv nts account for nearly two- 
fifths of the accidental deaths 
among men, and som ewhat ov er ! 
a fourth among women. About 
half the motor v ehicle deaths at 
ages 6 5 and ov er are among 
pedestrians. 
Fires, 
and 
burns 
by 
other 
means, rank third as a cause of 
accidental 
death 
at 
the older 
ages among both men and wom­ 
en.. Most of these v ictim s are 
trapped in burning buildings; a 
large number are unable to es­ 
cape because of the infirmities of 
old age.

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ASIATIC INFLUENZA 
A medical team from the State Depart­ 
ment of Health is inv estigating a suspected 
outbreak of Asiatic influenza at Auburn, 
N. Y. The outbreak, the first in New York 
State, the health authorities say is sus­ 
picious of the ty pe of influenza which has 
occurred sporadically in this country due 
to the Asiatic strain. 
Asiatic flu is caused by an influenza 
strain prev iously unknown. 
It was first 
ev ident in the Orient earlier this y ear when 
a widespread epidemic erupted. It has 
broken out in v arious places throughout the 
world since then. 
U. S. Surgeon General Lenroy E. Burney 
has said that this country faces the v ery 
definite probability of a large outbreak of 
Asian influenza. Six companies hav e been 
licensed by the federal gov ernment to pro­ 
duce a v accine that will be effectiv e against 
the Asiatic strain. 
There is no sense in getting panicky ! 
about the gov ernment’s warning that an, 
epidemic of Asian flu may strike the United j 
States this fall or winter. Fear has nev er 
y et destroy ed a disease germ. Besides, this j 
country will hav e a large and effctiv e ar-! 
senal of weapons to fight the v irus that 
swept the Far East last spring. 
The sensible thing to do is to learn all 
we can about the disease, set up our de­ 
fenses, and then assume the time-honored 
attitude of watchful waiting. Actually , the 
procedure has begun. 
Public health ex perts hav e been study ­ 
ing the disease since it was first reported 
in the Orient. They hav e kept a careful 
check on the cases—some 11,000 thus f a r - 
reported in this country . Vaccine is being 
produced at emergency speed, and as a re­ 
sult mass v accinations can begin in Septem­ 
ber. Production of antibiotics also is being 
speeded up for the fight against secondary 
infections which took such a heav y toll 
during the 19 18 -19 19 flu epidemic. 
The death rate from this disease in this 
country has been v ery low. Howev er, those 
stricken by Asian flu are weakened for a 
number of day s. It is this that the surgeon 
general had in mind when he said that an 
epidemic might hav e “ serious consequences 
for our economy .” 
These consequences will hav e to be faced 
if an epidemic should come. The plans for 
meeting an epidemic are good ones. It is 
up to the public to cooperate in making 
these plans effectiv e.

Marzan i cu riou sly prescribes n ot for the left­ 
ists bu t for the bu sin essmen an d ban kers.

drag s ou t a book, “The Political Econ omv of 
Growth” by Professor Pau l A. Baran of Stan ford 
Un iv ersity in Californ ia, which Marzan i say s is 
already a Marx ist classic an d which he ex pects 
"will stiffen waited backbon es” on the left. 
In 
other words, hope for the left remain s in the 
capitalist-en dowed 
u n iv ersities 
to 
which 
ou r 
y ou n g g o to be edu cated in the best American 
tradition s an d the classic for them is written 
by an American u n iv ersity professor.

It mu st hav e been qu ite a shock to the Marx ­ 
ists that the Un ited States did n ot g o throu g h 
a depression immediately after World War 2. They 
were so certain that it wou ld happen an d wou ld 
lead to a collapse of ou r econ omy an d ou r civ iliza­ 
tion .

FAMILY DAY 
Perhaps we do not hav e enough holiday s. 
Many workers will agree, though their em­ 
ploy ers may not. They will both hav e a 
chance to ex press their v iews if a bill intro­ 
duced in Congress by Rep. George Meader 
of Michigan comes up for debate. 
Meader would hav e the first Saturday 
in August celebrated as National Family 
Day .

A y ear or so ag o I receiv ed a letter from the 
w ife of a phy sician who wrote that in 1931 or 19 32 
both she an d her hu sban d dev eloped an illn ess 
with fev er an d swellin g of the ly mph g lan ds u n der 
the arms an d in the g roin . 
Both had been scratched slig htly by a cat, bu t 
at that time n o diag n osis was made. It was in 
1932 that a Cin cin n ati phy sician recog n ized a 
g rou p of patien ts lon g su spected of hav in g an ­ 
other disease which followed a cat scratch. 
In the last few y ears hu n dreds of cat-scratch 
diseases hav e been reported from Eu rope an d the 
Un ited States. 
NOT LONG AGO 160 cases were rev iewed. 
These had occu rred in 27 states an d eig ht for­ 
eig n cou n tries. Twen ty -sev en of these had been 
stu died by the au thors of the report. Almost all 
of the patien ts had been in con tact with cats an d 
most of them had been actu ally scratched. In 
man y in stan ces, howev er, the scratch was so 
slig ht as to hav e been v irtu ally u n n oticed. 
The sy mptoms of cat-scratch disease are rather 
ty pical. Abou t three to sev en day s after the 
scratch the site of the scratch becomes somewhat 
in flamed. Abou t two weeks later, the ty pical sig n 
appears—en larg emen t of the ly mph g lan ds drain ­ 
in g the area in ju red. In other words, if the han d 
was scratched, the ly mph g lan ds u n der the arm 
become en larg ed. If it is in the leg s, then the 
ly mph g lan ds in the g roin . 
MOST PATIENTS afflicted with cat-scratch 
disease hav e fev er. Some of them hav e g en eral 
sy mptoms su ch as headachef weakn ess, achin g or 
chilly sen sation s, as well as the ty pical ly mph 
g lan d en larg emen t. 
The illn ess is n ormally short an d mild, thou g h 
the ly mph g lan ds often remain en larg ed for 
mon ths. At least on e of the an tibiotics seems to 
be helpfu l. Chan ces for fu ll recov ery are g ood. 
The cau se of this disease has n ot been defin itely 
iden tified, bu t is almost certain ly n ot a g erm, 
paiasite or fu n g u s. 
A SKIN TEST has been dev ised which is fair­ 
ly accu rate in makin g a diag n osis. This is im­ 
portan t sin ce cat-scratch disease is easy to con ­ 
fu se with sev eral other disorders. 
Sin ce cat-scratch disease appears to be rather 
common an d is frequ en tly u n diag n osed, more 
care in av oidin g scratches by eats is desirable. 
This does n ot mean that people w’ho own cats 
shou ld g iv e u p their pets.

Most of the pu blicity on this 
in tern ation al ag en cy has stressed 
the con tribu tion it w’ou ld make 
to speedin g u p the world u se of 
atomic fu el for the produ ction of 
electric power. This is on e of its 
prime g oals. 
Bu t the less pu blicized g oal of 
the ag en cy is the on e which 
cou ld let the world sleep better 
in the fu tu re. That will be its 
efforts to in su re that n o n u clear 
by -produ cts of power an d ex peri­ 
men tal reactors g o in to bombs. 
The possibility of the dev elop­ 
men t of so-called “clan destin e 
bombs”—atomic weapon s made 
in secrecy for n efariou s pu rposes 
—has been scarin g diplomats an d 
statesmen more an d more du rin g 
recen t y ears. The possession of 
su ch atomic weapon s by u n scru p­ 
u lou s, irrespon sible dictators, for 
ex ample, w’ou ld really mess u p 
in tern ation al relation s.

NEW YORK i.f>—A new radar 
technique that greatly widens the 
range o f detectio n o f a ho stile air- 
| craft was disclo sed yesterday by 
the Air Fo rce and Co lumbia Uni­ 
versity. 
The technique was described as 
“pro bably the greatest single ad­ 
vance in radar wo rk since the 
start o f Wo rld War II.” 
When a co ntro l signal under the 
new system hits an appro aching 
aircraft, the echo signal o n the 
radar screen is magnified co nsid­ 
erably. That gives the radar a 
much bigger range.
